Monday January 22 nd is a Nation Day of Prayer 
and Penance which is a day to observe the many 
violations to the dignity of the human person 
committed through the acts of abortion and a 
prayer for the full restoration of the legal guarantee 
for the right to life. As a way to provide a visible 
sign of the community’s effort to commemorate 
the anniversary of Roe v Wade and remember the 
unborn children who have lost their lives since the 
Supreme Court decision in 1973 and the post¬ 
abortive suffering of their parents. Ass a sign of 
hope — there will be one red rose in front of the 
altar to represent the child in the womb and to give 
meaning to Gods words and Jeremiah “Before you 
came to birth, I consecrated you.” 

Also in our shrine of the Holy Family, a vase will 
be placed. Those who are pregnant or know 
someone who is pregnant are asked to place a 
white or pink rose in the vase. Those who lost a 
child or know of a child lost from miscarriage, still 
birth, or abortion place a red rose in the vase.
